Muyib’s 


family said killed 
in Bangladesh coup 


CALCUTTA (Reuter). — The fa- 
mily of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman is 
believed to have been virtually wiped 
out during Friday's army-led coup 
that put a new government in power 
in Bangladesh, diplomatic sources 
here said yesterday. 

The sources said only an infant 
was reported to have survived the 
pre-dawn shooting at the residence 
of the ousted president in Dhan- 
mandi, 2 fashionable residential sub- 
urb of Dacca. 

The dead included — as well as 
Sheikh Mujib himaclf — at least 
his wife, two sons and a daughter, 
they said. 

Bangladesh Radio, which has been 
the only source of information to 
the outside world since a few hours 
after the coup, has so far reported 
the death of only Sheikh Mujib dur- 
ing the takeover. It said he was 
buried with full honours yesterday 
afternoon in his home village. Re- 
Ports from Dacca said he had been 
killed by his own bodyguards. 

The sources here could not say 
if other associates of the Bengali 
leader had been killed, but con-

firmed Dacca Radio reports that 
there had been no significant resis- 
tance to the coup. 

Unconfirmed reports yesterday 
said former Prime Minister Man- 
soor Ali was killed. 

Army tanks were reported to

approaches to the Dhanmandi area 
immediately after the shooting and 
at least three were stationed out- 
side Dacca Intercontinental Hotel, 
where most foreign visitors to the 
city stay, the sources said. 

Dacca Radio has provided ilttle 
information on events since yes- 
terday morning, apart from report- 
ing a three-hour lifting of the 
blanket curfew to allow people to 
shop. It said the curfew was re- 
imposed at 12.30 pm. There were 
no incidents during the relaxation. 

Khondakar Mushtaque Ahmed, 
the frall 56-year-old former asso- 
ciate of Shelkh Mujlb who has be- 
come the new president of Ban- 
Bladesh, held his second cabinet 
meeting yesterday. (Profile of 
Mushtaque Ahmed — page 5.) 

Radio Bangladesh announced later 
that his cabinet of 10 ministers 
and six ministers of state, who 
were sworn in Friday, would con- 
tinue to hold, for the time being, 
the portfolios they represented be- 
fore the coup. 

All were members of the former 
presidential cabinet of Sheikh Mu- 
jib. 

The radio said the . remaining 
portfolios would be under the di-

Small bomb damages 
T.A. synagogue hut

TEL AVIV. — The tranquil Sa- 
turday afternoon study of seve- 
ral regular worshippers of a small 
synagogue at the corner of Nes 
Lagoyim and Greenboim streets 
in the Tel Kabir quarter here was 
shattered by a small explosion 
yesterday. 
‘The explosion, caused by a 
bomb believed to have been plant- 
ed by antl-israel terrorists, 
made a small hole in the rickety 
old shack that is used for a 


synagogue. 
Α boy and two men were slight- 
ly injured, mainly by fragments, 


and they were sent home after 
treatment. The three are David 
Turgeman, eight; Ovadia Salem, 
66, and Rahamin Na'amani, 68. 
All three live in the Shikun Bul- 
gari here. The synagogue is 
named in memory of Eli Cohen. 

A police sapper found that the 
explosion, which occurred at two 
o'clock, was caused by 8. small 
home-made bomb containing less 
than 100 grams of explosive and 
set off by a time fuse. 

The police, acting in the belief 
that the bomb was the work of 
terrorists, have arrested 10 mem- 
bers of the minorities for ques- 
tioning.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. and 
Israel have completed the first 
draft of a proposed Israel-Egyptian 
interim agreement in Sinai and 
have also worked out the tentative 
legal language of the U.S. political 
commitments to Israel that would 

accompany such an accord. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer is expected to bridge remain- 
ing differences between Israel and 
Egypt on the accord during a re. 
sumed round of shuttle diplomacy, 
which begins this week. Kissinger 
will probably leave for Israel on 
Wednesday and go to Cairo on 
Friday. 

Most of the terms of the interim 
pact have already been agreed upon, 
and only three areas of differences 
Tremain, informed diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. These include the 
exact line of Israel withdrawal 
along the eastern entrances to the 
Mitla and Gidi mountain passes, the 
advancement of Egyptian arms and 
troops into evacuated territories, 
and the manning of the Umm 
Ehaseba early warning station. 

Israel and American officials here 


are confident that Dr. Kissinger 
will be able to find acceptable com- 
promises. 

Regarding the U.S. political com- 
mitment to Israel, American of- 
ficials stressed during their talks 
here last week with a visiting de- 
legation of Israel diplomats that 
Administration commitments, part- 
ijcularly regarding guaranteed avail: 
ability of ofl supplies to Israel and 
compensation for the loss of the 
Abu Rodeis oilfields, are contingent 
upon Congressional endorsement. 

The U.S. Administration, moreover, 
has not yet obligated itself to any 
particular sum of economic and 
military assistance that would fol- 
low an accord. Secretary Kissinger, 
who is in Vail, Colorado, conferring 
on the Middle East with vacationing 
President Ford, is expected to be 
pressed by Prime Minister Rabin 
to commit the Administration to 
ask Congress for a specific amount 
of assistance before Israel accepts 
the interim accord. 

Under U.S, law, the Administra- 
tion can merely recommend 
aid to foreign countries, while Con- 
gress has ultimate authority to ap- 
prove or disapprove. 


NEED FOR PETROLEUM 


During talks last week, Israel 
economic aid specialists, including 
Amon Gafni, Director-General of 
the Finance Ministry, spent many 
hours explaining Israel’s large aid 
requests to American aid experts. 
On Friday, Israel's leading oil of- 
ficial, Zvi Dinstein, met with 
Under-Secretary of State Joseph 
Siseo to review Israel's particular 
petroleum requirements following a 
withdrawal from the Sinai wells, 

The American aid officials, includ- 
ing Sisco, were not authorized to 
commit the Administration to speci- 
fic figures, merely to hear the expla- 
nations for the various requests. 
President Ford and Kissinger will 
be discussing this problem this week- 


end, and Kissinger is expected to 
bring some clear commitments to 
Jerusalem. 


Tf Israel does accept the interim 
pact with Egypt, there is a risk — 
albeit small — of Congress upsetting 
the Administration's promises, and 
that was a factor the Israel govern- 
ment will have to take into consid- 
eration. Many Congressmen — in 
the wake of the Vietnam experience 
— have called for fewer U.S. com- 
mitments abroad, and not more.

U.S. SECRETARY of State Henry 
Kissinger is tentatively scheduled to 
arrive in Egypt on Friday to wrap 
up the Sinai interim settlement with 
Israel. The semi-official “Al-Ahram” 
newspaper said the date of Kissin- 
ger’s arrival has been arranged be- 
tween Cairo and W: . The 
Secretary of State would first visit 
Israel on Wednesday, the paper said. 

Kissinger is due to meet Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat at the 
Mediterranean port city of Alexan- 
dria. The Secretary will be accom- 
panied by his wife. 

Egyptian political commentators 
indicated that an agreement was im- 
minent but cautioned against pos- 
sible last minute snags, 

Reports from Cairo said Kissin- 
ger would visit Syria, Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia during his forthcom- 
ing shuttle. These three Arab states 
have been holding intensive consul- 
tations with the aim of pressing 
Kissinger to take up the Syrian and 
the Jordanian fronts with Israel fol- 
lowing the conclusion of an interim 
settlement in Sinai. 

Jordan's King Hussem is due to 
visit Syria today and will go on to 
Egypt later this week. . 

Jordan, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
withheld public comment on the ex- 
pected conclusion of an _ interim 
agreement. But leaders of the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization over 
the weekend that Sadat was 
selling out the Arabs. The PLO's 
eriticism of Sadat's “shameful” 
move was accompanied by similar 
Libyan charges. 

In retaliation, Cairo’s authorita- 
tive “Akhbar el-Yom” weekly said 
yesterday Egypt would not accept 
advice from those who “sit at the 
coffee shops of Beirut (haven of the 
terrorist movement) and Libya.” 

Asserting that Egypt has made no 
concessions in the interim pact ne- 
gotiations, “Akhbar el-Yom” asked:

Do they want 
us to fight alone, and die alone and 
become poor alone? We are prepared 
to do so and have in fact done so 
several times in the last 27 years. 
Bat then they must provide us with 
arms to fight or with money to buy 
weapons for 2 new war.” 

“Akhbar el-Yom" then turned to 
Moscow, whose Arabic-language 
proadcasts have been voicing the 
Kremlin's opposition to an interim 
settlement between Egypt and Is- 
rael. “Does the Soviet Union want 
us to resume the war?" the paper 
asked, reiterating the claim that 
Moscow had not replaced Egypt's 
arms losses following the 1973 war. 
"The time of urging war with mere 
words is over. Whoever wishes to 
fight is welcome to Sinai, but with 
arms and men,” it added.

Kahane’s right to eat kosher 
again upheld by N.Y. judge 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Federal 
Judge Jack B. Weinstein of Brook- 
lyn ruled for a second time on 
Thursday that Jewish inmates in 
federal prisons, specifically Jewish 
Defence League founder Meir 
Kahane, have a constitutional right 
to kosher food. 

Judge Weinstein, who sentenced 
Rabbi Kahane to a year’s imprison- 
ment for violation of parole, also 
ordered that Kahane be provided 
kosher food when he was assigned 
to a federal minimum security 
prison in Allenwood, Pa. 

When federal prison officials 
notified Judge Weinstein they would 
not provide Kahane with kosher 
food, the judge ordered the rabbi be 
detained at a half-way house in 
Manhattan and permitted time out- 
side to attend religious services and 
to eat at kosher restaurants.

Chile junta 
arrests 
academics 


SANTIAGO (AP). — Forty-four 
professors, students and employees 
of Chile’s largest university have 
been arrested for “Marxist activ- 
ities,” the military government an- 
nounced on Friday. 

Admiral <Arthur Troncoso, the 
junta’s Minister of Education, said 
in an official statement that the 
44 were arrested last week and 


| either worked or studied in the 


educational department of the Uni- 
versity of Chile, 

Troncoso said all are in the 
custody of intelligence agents, but 
up to eight would be released for 
lack of proof of serious involvement 
in the alleged activities, He said 
those released will still be dis. 
missed from their jobs or expelled 
from the university. 

Local newspapers reported that 
families of about 20 of those arrest- 
ed have filed writs of habeas corpus 
seeking the whereabouts of their 
relatives. 

Troncoso said the arrests did not 
signify any change in traditional 
autonomy for the University of 
Chile. “But I am not going to ac- 
cept politics in the university,” he 
said. “We have maintained patience 
since September 11. Autonomy does 
not mean that 2 person can do 
what he feels like .” He said 
those found guilty of illegal political 
activities will be tried by courts. 

The University of Chile, operated 
with public funds, is the largest in- 
stitution of higher education in the 
country. It has been under control 
of the junta since the armed forces 
took power in September 1973 in 2 
coup which toppled the late Marxist 
President Salvador Allende. 

in Latin America, universities are 
traditionally autonomous. This 
Means that, in most of them, not 
even police can enter on university 
grounds without special permission. 

By January 1974, of a total of 
some 90,000 university students in 
Chile, about 23,000 had left vol- 
untarily, been expelled or forced to 
terminate studies when the junta 
closed down whole departments in 
various institutions. The junta has 
also sent its own rectors, usually 
retired military officers, into the 
Catholic University, a technical col- 
lege and other institutions of higher 
learning. 

The object has been to completely 
eradicate political activities in the 
universities as well as in other 
areas of Chilean society. 

All political activity is banned in 
Chile and the junta closed down 
Congress, banned Marxist political

FBI made life miserable 


for Ku Klux Klansmen 


WASHINGTON. The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has re- 
vealed, under pressure from news 
‘agencies, how it made life miserable 
for members of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Among FBI techniques used 
against members of the white racist 
group were cancelling their motel 
reservations at Kian conventions 
and circulating reports among rank. 
and-file members that certain high 
Wlansmen were paid FBI informers, 

Another way was to send postal 
cards to members about Klan af- 
fairs, assuming that nosy postmen 
would read them and tell others in 
the area about their secret Klan 
affillation. 

The purpose of the operation was 
to diminish the strength of the 
Klan and other extreme right-wing 
“white hate groups” such as the 
American Nazi Party by stirring 
up internal dissension among mem. 
bers and pressures from their 
families and employers. 


The operation was disclosed in 
125 pages of FBI files turned over 
on Friday to reporters who petition- 
ed for them under the Freedom of 
Information Act nine months ago. 


The Ku Klux Klan is a secret, 
white supremacist society whose 
few thousand members conceal their 
identities behind bedsheets while 
venting their anger at blacks, Ca- 
tholics and Jews during night-time 
rallies beneath huge burning crosses.

Communist countries. A much 
talked-of deal with Russia to develop 
the energy resources of Siberia fell 
through chiefly because the 
Russians were in the end seen to be 
offering poor economic terms. The 
political argument that Japan should 
not get so closely tied up with a Com- 
munist Power was a secondary con- 
stderation.

All this is explained by the 
Japanese obsession with what they 
believe to be the necessary con- 
ditions of their survival. The rest of 
the world, increasingly aware of the 
Strength of the Japanese economy, 
finds it hard to understand that the 
Japanese are nervous not just about 
keeping their present level! of 
Prosperity but about survival. 

The Japanese see themselves sur- 
rounded by ἃ world which they feel 
to be alien and which they fear some 
day might be hostile. Yet they de- 
pend absolutely on that world, for 
Japan has almost none of the natural 
resources that modern industry 
needs and even depends on foreign 
countries for over two-thirds of the 
food its people eat.

Their new way of dealing with the 
Middle East is typical of their pru- 
dent approach to foreign puzzles.

One reason is that it would be ex- 
pensive and damaging to the 
economy. Another is more subtle. 
American strategists might 
calculate how many divisions and 
ships a rearmed Japan could provide 
to the Western Alliance. Japanese 
themselves know that once their 
country acquired military strength 
its chief purpose — regardless of the 
alliance with America — would in 
the end be to guard Japan's 
economic power. Powerful armed 
forces that were not used to keep 
Japan's suppliers and buyers in 
order would not make sense to the 
Japanese. 

For the foreseeable future the 
Japanese are lkely to prefer to be in- 
visible men where world politics and 
military power is concerned, and to 
go about their business of cultivating 
the Japanese economy as peacefulty 
as the rest of the world will allow.

“I AM PROUD of having grown 
up in Russia, in a poor village 
std in a poor family. Money did 
not play such an important role 
there, but people were happy 
with what they had. When I 
to Germany I discovered 
power of wealth. Money is al 
that counts here — not hap- 


piness.” 

That harsh view of life in the 
West was expressed recently by 
a 16-year-old Volga-German girl 
whose parents are among those 
allowed to leave their native 
Soviet Union and settle in the 
West German Federal Republic. 
They come — from the USSR, 
Poland, Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia — at a rate of 
2,000 a month to refugee camps at

Descendants of settlers who 
went to the Slavic and Balkan 
countries ‘two and three cen- 
turies ago, they are regarded 
natives in their homelands 
where they have preserved their 
language and a semblance of 
German culture for hundreds of 
years.

PARIS. — 

THE COMOROS ISLANDS, 
situated in the Indian Ocean 
between Tanzania and Mozam- 
bique, have already changed 
masters only one month after 
their Prime Minister Ahmed Ab- 
dallah declared the archipelago 
independent of France in July. 
Although the French Govern- 
ment affirmed that it welcomed 
Premier Abdallah's unilateral 
move “with serenity," there are 
powerful indications that Paris 
by no means disapproves of the 
speedy end to his.tenure of of- 
fice. Indeed, the removal of Ab- 
dullah seems to help France out 
of an embarrassing situation in 


the Comoros, at least in the short - 


term. 

The 300,000 inhabitants of the 
Comoros are a curious ethnic 
mixture composed of Indone- 
sian, African, Arab and 
Malagasy elements. The 
dominant religion is Islam and 
the most commonly spoken 
tongue is a blend of Arabic and 
Swahili. The four islands cover 
only 2,236 sq.k. and their 
economic resources are small: 
mountain rice, potatoes, 
bananas, vanilla and spices. The 
capital, Moroni, is located on 
Grand Comoros ‘Island which 
contains haif the total population 
and area of the archipelago. 

In December 1974 the 
Comorans voted in favour of in- 
dependence by an overwhelming 
Majority of 95 per cent in a 
referendum held with France's 
blessing. There was a 90 per cent 
turn out for the poll. But on 
Mayotte, flatter than its 
neighbours and endowed with a 
lagoon and coral reef, 63 per cent 
of the islanders chose to remain 
French. 

Mayotte's preference to stay 


constitution for the islands 
guaranteeing democratic liber- 
ties before the formal prociama- 
tion of independence. 

Abdallah stole a march on the 
French by his declaration of in- 
dependence on July 6. The in- 
habitants of Mayotte, headed by 
their political leader Marcel 
Henry, repudiated the decision 
as illegal, Abdallah in turn ac- 
cused the French of provocation 
when they appointed a represen- 
tative to Mayotte. 


Meanwhile, the Archipelago’s 
Chamber of Deputies appointed 
him Head of State, serving 

simul: as Prime 
Minister and Minister of Justice. 
But the inhabitants of Mayotte 
took over public buildings on 
their island and expelled Ab- 
dallah’s officials. 

Abdallah, a 57-year old trader 
and one of the richest men in the 
Comoros, had been a trusted ser- 
vant of French policy for over 
two decades. He represented the 
islands in the French Senate 
where he sat on the Gaullist 
benches. But personal ambition 
turned him into an encumbrance 
for France. 

Whether or not the French 
played a direct role in his 
overthrow, the lightning coup 
against him on August 3 produc- 
ed ill-diguised satisfaction in 
Paris. 


The take-over was master- 
minded by Ali Soilih, a 38-year- 
old agricultural engineer who 
had been active in Comoran 
political life since 1938. He set up 
the People’s Party (UMMA) 
which was dedicated to denun- 
ciation of Abdallah's rule. in 
May he visited Paris at the head 
of a mission of the United Op- 
position Front to seek support 
against Abdallah's exercise of 
personal authority and to plead 


2, ,000 people who want to return to 


Poland and that it has had 
preliminary inquiries from 3,000 
others. 

These etimic Germans often 
face as many — if not even 
greater — bureaucratic 
obstacles in trying to leave the 
USSR, Poland, Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia as do Soviet 
Jews. And like the Jews, once 
‘their intent to emigrate is 
known, they find themselves dis- 
criminated against at work and 
by their friends. 

But their difficulties seem only 
to have begun once they have 

‘been grafted exit visas, sold 
their property and have arrived 
at Zirndorf or Friedland with the 
few possessions they can carry. 
The majority spend up to two 
years in transient camps and 
dormitories. They soon discover 
that the skills and qualifications 
they obtained at home are not 
fully recognized by their degree 
and diploma-conscious ‘‘coun-

Ali Soilih and Marcel Henry, 
the go-it-alone leader in 
Mayotte, are friends. Now that 
Abdallah has been removed, 
Henry is likely to opt for a 
federal system of government 
which would maintain the 
Comoros’ unity and get France 
off the hook. As for President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing he 
was delighted to see Abdallah go 
within a few days of the 
Comoran head of state's belated, 
but unconvincing, tirade against 
colonialism at the summit of the 
Organization for African Unity 


in Kampala. 

Ali Soilih has prudently reaf- 
firmed his pro-French sen- 
timents, a timely gesture of 
reassurance for Paris which still 
underwrites 80 per cent of the 
islands’ budget. But France's 
reputation as a de-colonising 
power in Africa and the Indian 
Ocean has seriously suffered 
from the latest events in the 
Comoros. 

The coup d'etat by the Fran- 
cophile Ali Soilih could be follow- 
ed by new coups organised by 
plotters whose ties with African 
and Arab capitals might prove 
stronger than those with Paris. 
The short-lived career of Ab- 
dallah as a head of state in the 
Comoros is a tempting subject. 
for comparison with that of the 
Chad’s President Tombalbaye,
